One good night's sleep, 
rest and relaxation, a bath and a 
change into clean clothes plus a 
few good hot m eals under the belt 
proved to be all the p sychological 
cure th a t w as necessary. 


As a result of the sp eedy re­ 
covery of the p ost-D unkirk cases 
of w a r neuroses, m any 
of

And, a fte r the 
blitz bombings, w hen the civilian

Pro b lem in All-Ou t 
W ar Is Pro d u ctio n 
Says Ex-Presid en t 


Chicago, 
Dec. 
18.— <AP>— Ag­ 
riculture must he advanced to the 
“very first rank of w ar 
indus­ 
tries.” and farm ers m ust be given 
labor 
and 
more 
machinery 
to 
help the nation's food production 
program, say s 
former 
President 
Herbert Hoover. 
Hoover, food adm inistrator in 
World W ar I. said in a press con­ 
ference y esterday that the prob­ 
lem in w ar—"especially in total 
war" 
was production, 
and 
"the 
best remedy for price and other 
troubles is to have enough of the 
commodities wanted.” 
The former president criticized 
w hat he described as "division of 
authority ” in the present food con­ 
trol machinery and of the method 
of price fixing. 
He added that 
only in the last two months has 
the administration been moving in 
the direction indicated by World 
W ar I experience. 
"In the last, w ar all nations had 
tried 
price ceilings, 
then 
called 
legal 
maximums." 
Hoover 
said. 
"We realized the debacle which re­ 
sulted and didn't adopt them. We 
adopted a sy stem of fixing prices 
as close to the source as possible, 
with a percentage profit limit for 
retailers. We arrived at the farm 
prices with advisory boards. 
"The constant shift in demand 
imposes insurmountable obstacles 
on the present price ceiling sy s­ 
tem x x x and one result is the 
growth of black markets all over 
the United States.” 
He said that the old sy stem had 
avoided much detail, and "I think 
w'o reduced consumer consumption 
more in the last w ar by volun­ 
tary methods than has been done 
by rationing in this w'ar.”

MR. WALLACE RECASTS 
(Ch icag o Trib u n e) 
Vice President 
Henry 
Wallace 
has reconsidered 
his 
statement 
that Americans are fighting this 
war to give every one in the post­ 
war world a quart of milk a day. 
That, Mr. Wallace says, was just 
aome 
harmless 
hyperbole, 
and 
shouldn’t be taken 
too literally. 
What he was 
attempting to ex­ 
press. Mr. Wallace adds, was the 
hope that the war would bring a 
higher standard of living to all the 
world's peoples. He didn't exactly 
propose that this be accomplished 
by taking away milk from 
the 
Americans to boost the milk quota 
of some of ont more remote cous­ 
ins who are albes at least by sig­ 
nature. 
Any one who 
is familiar with 
Mr. Wallace would be hesitant to 
say that this retraction represents 
a change in fundamental attitude. 
It would 
be much 
safer to say 
that Mr. Wallace has finally read 
the election 
teturns. 
The 
Vice 
President at first tried to pass off 
the revolt at the polls in Novem­ 
ber with the isaertion that "only 
the well to do” voted. When that 
failed to take he apparently de­ 
cided that it would be advisable 
to lie low for a while. So he now 
soft pedals 
some of 
the 
more 
grandiose 
aspects of 
the 
New 
Deal program for cosmic tinker­ 
ing. 
For 
the time, at ¿east, a 
quart of milk for everybody 
is 
out. 
The American people will be ad­ 
vised to keep a watchful eye cock­ 
ed in the direction of Mr. Wallace 
first proposed putting everybody 
on the milk standard last May S. 
It has taken him more than sev­ 
en months to 
discover 
that his 
meaning was "wilfully distorted." 
The voters who took his utteran­ 
ces at face value and 
registered 
their disapproval of the policy of 
making this country a Good Time 
Charlie for the whole 
world may 
have had something 
to do 
with 
Mr. Wallace’s belated discovery. 
It is not to oe overlooked, how­ 
ever, that Mr. Wallace, in his role 
a s philosopher of 
the New Deal, 
has made 
a ;arge 
number 
of 
speeches between May 8 and the 
present, 
and ihere 
has been one 
consistant theme running through 
all of them. That is when he sur­ 
veys the world Mr. Wallace finds 
many things American that he is 
willing to lend-lease or give away 
outright while he finds much that 
is foreign 
to our way 
and 
life 
that he is eager to import. 
The things that he would give 
away are largely 
tangible—milk 
and other food, 
machinery, fac­ 
tories, and the like—although he 
is on record that he could also dis­ 
pense 
with part of 
the 
Bill 
of 
Rights. 
The things he would like 
to borrow from others for our im­ 
provement are largely intangible. 
They are ideas, or. 
if you like, 
isms. 
He would like, for instance, to 
borrow the Russian 
idea of eco­ 
nomic democracy, 
not unmindful, 
perhaps, of the fact that when he 
borrows 
the 
idea 
he 
borrows 
everything that goes with it, es­ 
pecially the despotic state control 
through 
which 
communism 
re­ 
duces a people to social and eco­ 
nomic ciphers for the glorification 
of those individuals who happen 
to personify the abstraction of the 
state. 
The whole 
body 
of Mr. 
Wal- 
lace’s doctrine suggests the belief 
that it is a fair trade for America
